WASHINGTON—You'll be 
able to buy automobile bat- 
teries, some items of chil- 
dren’s clothing and of baby 
furniture in your service ex- 
change in the future, 

You won’t be able to buy tires 
or sport coats there. And you 
won't get any credit. 

This is the decision laid down 
by the’ Philbin Special Subcom- 
mittee on Military Exchanges. The 
subcommittee’s report, accepted 
without change by the full Armed 


Services committee, was to be 
published late this week. 
* 


IN ADDITION to the above 
items, the subcommittee approved 
the inclysion of three other new 
items: and price changes in 13 
more. Agreement on these 16 
had been reached in a conference 
between exchange leaders and the 
retail industry early this year. 
representatives withdrew 
from the agreements after Con- 
gressional hearings started, but 
the subcommittee made the orig- 
inal compromises stick. 

In its report, the subcommittee 
criticized the “erroneous” 
point of “some elements of the 
retail industry (who) would re- 
duce the service exchange to a 
canteen and operate it from the 
back end of some empty ware- 
house.” 

The group also criticized De- 
fense for lack of uniformity in per- 
mitting deviations from the pres- 
ent limitations. It noted that the 
Navy had allowed the sale of tires 
and batteries at only three instal- 
lations, which are excepted be- 
cause of remote location. But the 
Air Force and Army permit devi- 
ation at 95 installations. 

THE subcommittee directed that 
from now on the authority to per- 
mit such deviations should not be 
delegated below the assistant 
secretary level. (For the Army 
and Air Foree, the decision is 
now made by the board of direc- 
tors of the exehange service. It 
was too early to tell if the new 
change would mean a cutback at 
some’ of those excepted installa- 
tions now sélling tires.) 

In making its decision, the 
subcommittee’ tried to adhere 
strictly to the standard of “neces- 
sity and convenience,” 

Sport coats were rejected be- 
cause they do not meet this stand- 
ard, the report said. 

Exchanges now can sell chil- 
dren’s clothing up to age six. They 
wanted to stock clothing for the 
six-to-12 age -group. The  sub- 
committee decided that for the 
latter they could stock the follow-

WASHINGTON — A completely new 800-mile 
missile is ready now for testing at the Army 
Missile Agency at Redstone Arsenal, Ala., 

it has been authoritatively learned. 
The Army is maintaining an official silence about 
its new missile. But it is preparing a request to De-

No name for the new missile has become public. 
It is definitely not the Sergeant, a solid fue) rocket 
which has been characterized already as the replace- 


ment for Corporal. 


THE ARMY is increasingly turning to solid fuel 
rockets for its shorter range missiles which do not 


require the delicacy of liquid fuel 
in course corrections in the final 
part of their flight. Corporal’s re- 
placement, Sergeant, and Nike 
Ajax’s replacement, Nike Her- 
cules, are likely, in their advanced 
versions, to be entirely solid fuel 
missiles. Ajax and the present 
version of Hercules reportedly are 
liquid fuel missiles after the first- 
stage booster rocket is dropped. 

The Army request for money to 
test the new missile will not ask 
for operational control. It will 
point out the existence of the mis- 
sile and the need for it. 


. 


REDSTONE, though it can be 
up to 500 miles, has been limited 
to a 200-mile range by Mr. Wilson's 
November order. Operationally, 
missile experts say they would pre- 
fer to keep it to a range of 350 
miles or less. 

This means that for ranges of 
more than 350 miles, Jupiter, Thor

WASHINGTON. — The House

" proved a bill to raise the mental, 


requirements for draftees, 
Under present law, passed dur- 
- ing the manpower shortage of the 
Korean war, the, services can re- 
- ject only the bottom, 10 percent 
of selective service candidates. The 
new bill, HR 8850, would allow the 
Army, theoretically, to reject up to 
90 percent of the eligible and draft 

only the cream of the crop. 


Assistant Defense Secretary Wil- 
liam H. Francis Jr. said the draft 
law chenge was needed because of 
a “recent serious decline in in- 
ductee quality” at a time when 
modern, complex weapons were de- 
manding more intelligent soldiers. 
He said in 1954, 31 percent of in- 
ductees were in Group IV—the low- 
est mental category — but in the 
first six months of 1957, the figure 
had climbed to 34 percent, 

By contrast, 27 percent of en- 
listees were in Group IV in 1954 
but only 17 percent were refugees 
from the dunce cap in the first half 
of 1957. He revealed, under ques- 
tion, that the Army had not yet 
decided to reject Group IV_ en- 
listees.

TO CUT DOWN on this huge 
number of nearly useless indivi- 
dualg wearing the Army -uniform, 
two plans have been pro- 
posed. 

_One is now in legislative form. 
It would permit the Army to defer 
from induction those “untrain- 
ables” delivered to it by Selective 
Service. There are political reasons 
why such a bill may be rejected. 

However, against these political 
reasons—which are to a large ex- 
tent racial—sound economic argu- 
ments can be adVanced. 

Under present regulations, the 
draft is the only source through 
which the Army is getting “un- 
trainables” now. It costs about 
$16,000 each ¢o train these men— 
who make up pershaps 15 percent 
of the total delivered to the Army 
in the monthly draft call. 


THE SECOND — and, at first 
glance — more radical program 
proposed calls for an increase in 
draft quotas. This seems like a 
strange idea at a time-when the 
Army is being required to reduce 
its size. But here’s how it would 
work: 

Present draft quotas are ‘to run 
from 8000 to 9000 a month. If 
this were raised to 18,000 a month, 
the Army would have to get rid 
of some 10,000 men each month

These items were contaminated 
during War II when the Chemical 
Corps operated that part of Red- 
stone Arsenal west of Patton Road, 
then known as Huntsville Arsenal, 
in the manufacture of toxic gases. 

After 12 years the lingering 
traces of mustard, lewisite, 
chlorine and white phosphorous 
were still strong enough to prevent 
use of these facilities—until the 
Chemical Corps crew arrived. 

The two officers and nine en- 
listed men are members of the 
Technical Escort Unit, Army Chem- 
ical Center, Edgewood, Md.

TV‘ing the Army 


If it is true, as reported this week in a 
couple of TV columns, that the “West Point” 
series is to be dropped from the screens this 
fall, it will be a sad thing for the Army. The 
show was not one, we suppose, that reached 
out to touch the lives of great numbers of 
people, but it was solid fare presented in- 
terestingly and with taste. . 


There will be no great outcry from the 
public if it goes the way of all unsponsored 


shows, perhaps, but the official Army will. 


be chagrined. It is credited, we hear, with 
increasing applications for the Point 1000 


percent (which seems a pretty high figure 


to us) and with causing an increase too in the 
number of West Point visitors since it’s 
been on the air. 

Worst of all, if “West Point” goes the 
serious aspect of the Army’s story will be 
available to TV viewers through only one 
other princi vehicle. That is “The Bi 
which is a very earnest an 
thorough treatment of its subject but per- 
haps. lacking in those dramatic qualities 
which have made other service shows 
highly popular. 

We're speaking here, of course, about 
“Victory at Sea” and “Air Power,” which 

romote, respectively, the Navy and Air 
orce. (The latter, actually, was based at 
first on the exploits of Army pilots who 
drove Air Corps planes, a fact hardly ever 
mentioned in polite Air Force society.) 

All in all, it seems just too bad that the 
service which did most of the fighting in 
World War II and the Korean conflict is 
being so far outstrip in telling its story 
to the American people. The pending. loss of 
“West Point’—if reports prove true—will, 
of course, aggravate the situation. 

Isn’t it possible that somewhere in the 
Army’s miles of combat film footage there is 
enough of a dramatic narrative to piece to- 
sane a series of a quality to attract some

Reds Not Racing? 


American scientific progress and know- 
how are keeping this country so far ahead of 
the Russians that they may eventually ac- 
cept the U. S. proposal for an “arms race 
moratorium,” according to Fortune magazine 
editor and news analyst Charles J. V. 


Murphy. 


In this month’s issue, he presents a study 
of the London disarmament talks which, he 
says, indicate that Russia’s attempts to keep 
pace with U. S. scientific developments. in 
the arms field are putting a critical strain on 
the Communist economy. 

He admits that the technological arms 
race is straining our economy, too, But in 
the U. S., this is a bearable strain, he be- 
lieves. In Russia, the strain could lead to 
collapse. 

Murphy says that the Russian goal is to 
outlaw nuclear arms and guided missiles be- 
cause they are ahead of the world in con- 
ventional weapons production and they feel 
that they are not competing in this field. 

Murphy’s views represent a conclusion 
quite different from that expressed on ~_ 
itol Hill. His magazine has frequently in 
the past presented the Administration’s view 
on matters in public controversy. It may be 
taken as the “modern Republican” answer 
to criticism of Administration military policy 
by such as Sen. Stuart Symington (D., Mo.) 
and Sen. Henry Jackson (D., Wash.).

Protocol for

An Army Timés’ reader’s recent ques- 
tion, “What is military protocol?” prompts 
mesto write some ideas on the subject. 
One of Webster’s definitions is that pro- 
tocol is a set of resolutions arrived at by 
negotiations. This, of course, pertains 
to the field of diplomacy. 

Protocol is a set of customs, or resolu- 
tions arrived at through experience and 
time, designed to maintain a _ certain 
standard of living, and based on prin- 
ciples of courtesy and altruism. 

Recognizing that Army life is a peri- 
patetic existence, protocol also serves to 
facilitate friendships, through the formal 
calling, receptions, and parties, which 
would be otherwise impossible, and which 
would take years of careful social ap- 
proach in civilian life. Since the essence 
of diplomacy is also based on the two at- 
tributes of courtesy and altruism, it is 
not unfair to say that protocol is diplo- 
macy in its widest sense. 

AS IN ANY profession, the maintenance 
of a certain standard of living is part of 
the wife’s duties. Whether she likes it 
or not, she is ip the Army as much as her 
husband, Being a good wife involves no 
more and no less than being a good wife 
in civilian life — that is, maintaining a 
pleasant home, being a.charming hostess 
(which involves intelligence and ingenu- 
ity, not necessarily money), and respect- 
ing the manners and mores of whatever 
walk of life her husband is committed to. 

I gather from your reader’s comments 
that she feels she is somehow compro- 
mising her personal freedom and integrity 
by voting the way someone else does, 
simply because that someone else’s hus- 
band outranks hers. I detect a guilt com- 
plex in her feeling that she cannot say 
no to requests for her services and time

in community projects, whereas in civilian 
life she feels free to say no. 

Why can’t she say no when the CO's 
wife calls her for help? Why can’t she 
vote the way she wants to? No one or- 
ders her, or even gently tells her, to do 
anything she doesn’t want to. 

There are few. if any, high-ranking of- 
ficers’ wives who would object to her 
individuality. Most would applaud her 
original thinking and respect it and her. 
Generally, the more rank involved, the 
nicer people are. And since civilian life 
has its own hierarchy just as the military 
does, this increase in “niceness‘‘ accom- 


panies advancement here too, 


YOUR READER seems to feel that too 
much is demanded of her. No one thinks 
it wise to accept every request ‘for help 
nor ig it expected of her. It’s her choice, 
and the Army wife does what she can, 
dividing her time between those gregari- 
ous functions, and the pursuit of her own 
private interests. I sincerely doubt that 
anyone would hold it against her or her 
husband should she choose to sit home 
reading a book some evening rather than 
joining a committee in which she has no 
interest. 

I think, though, that she’d find that par- 
ticipation in some of these functions would 
increase her personal satisfaction in her 
own life, and in her husband’s career. 
Marrying into the Army brings its share 
of responsibility for community participa- 
tion, just as it does in civilian life. 

So, in answer to, your reader’s ques- 
tion, military protocol is simply diplo- 
macy in the traditions of one of the finest 
and most exacting professions in the 
world, and based on courtesy and altru- 
ism, which are an integral part of Army 
“family life.” 

It’s to our advantage in many ways to 
respect it.

The officer with the 100-man unit 
who is ordered to cut by 25 per- 
cent should be able to say to him- 
self, “With 25 deadheads gone, 
I’ll have 10 more men free to make 
this unit more productive.” 

The cut order and the legis- 
lative acceptance of increased men- 
tal standards for draftees increase 
the responsibility of every officer 
and man who loves the Army. 

So long as the Army was re- 
quired to use whatever manpower 
resources were. available, it was 
unable to practice real manpower 
economy. 

Now that Congress and the Ad-

The 12 items authorized by the 
subcommittee is-a later list, sub- 
mitted by the National Retail Fur- 
niture Association. 

The items, with cost limits: car 
seats, $5; safety gates, $6; bassi- 
nets and car beds, $12; high 

mattresses and play pens, 
$15; strollers, baby bath and cribs, 
$20; and baby buggies and juvenile 
chest of drawers, $25. 

The price limits here and those 
mentioned below are the top 
wholesale price the exchange could. 
pay for the item. Retail prices 
would be scaled a bit higher than 
wholesale prices. 


The exchange will be al 
lowed to sell, in addition to bat- 
teries, autemobile supplies and 
accessories up to a limit of $10. 
This was agreed upon earlier by 
retailers and exchange leaders. 
Until now, exchanges have been 
limited to $5 cost items. — 

Here are the other items on 
whieh earlier Defense - retailer 
agreements were kept in force:

IN EARLY conferences with re- 
tailers, Defense had withdrawn its 
request for civilian sweaters, and 
higher rates on rings and drinking 
glasses 


The subcommittee showed no 
sympathy for the proposal to give 
credit in exchanges. It would be 
an expensive undertaking, the 
group said. If the cost of admin- 
istering credit were *absorbed by 
the exchange (rather than through 
service charges) it would widen 
the differences in price between 
items in the exchange and items 
in retail industry. The subcom- 
mittee did not want this. 

And fn saying so, the group “de- 
plored the fact that some military 
persons, through ignorance, sheer 
stupidity, or otherwise, publicly 
emphasize the price advantage 
which they enjoy in service ex- 
changes.”

where new equipment, techniques 
or procedures are involved’ or 
where the input is from other 
than Army school sources. These 
tests are the last to be developed 
because the Army's need for peo- 
ple skilled in these areas is such 
that scoring on the tests would 
have less importance for personnel 
actions such as promotions, re- 
leases, reductions, and _  assign- 
ment than in other areas. 

IN GROUP I are some 51 MOS'’s. 
Tests have been developed, in out- 
line or complejely, for all but five 
of them. 

Personne! officials said also that 
promotion qualification scores, 
which will be based partly on the 
results of MOS proficiency tests, 
will begin to be awarded soon 
after the tests are given. Pro- 
cedures for giving these scores 
are also in the preparation stage. 
First promotions under the PQS 
will probably come in the second 
quarter (AprilJune) of 1958. 

Promotions by PQS wil go into 
effect gradually as the scores are 
awarded. For MOS’s in which the 
PQS hasn’t been worked up, pre- 
motions will continue under the 
present quota system.

A Communist Chinese thrust at 
Formosa or into Burma; floods in 
Pakistan; a sick native on Tinian, 
or a political crisis‘in Indonesia— 
all-.could call into action some 
element of the U. 8. Pacific Com- 
mand. 

Many-hatted Admiral Stump 
handles a poelitical-military scene 
as complex as any in history. Sue- 
cess has attended efforts to con- 
tain the Communists on’ the mili- 
tary plane. Adm. Stump believes: 

“If we remain so strong that 
they know they would have to take 
a licking, we will have peace.” 


IN THE IMMEDIATE future, the 
many problems concerning the 
joint command will include efforts 
to contain Communist “offensives” 
on the subversion and propaganda 
fronts. The Pacific staff are alert 
te reduce to minimum “incidents” 
where U. 8. troops are stationed, 
and te deny the Communists grist 
for their propaganda milis. 

In the military assistanee pro- 
grams Stump administers as chief 
of MAAG groups in Asia, signific- 
ance of their indirect contribution 
to lecal economies will be as im- 
portant as the military build-up. 

Countering the Communists on 
the political and economic fronts,

They are opera- 
ting frem ‘sanctuary” such as they 
had when fighting in Korea.” He 
added: 

“Any time the Communists feel 
it is to their advantage to resort 
to military policies, they will do 
so. We cannot predict what their 
estimate of a given situation will 
be, We must be prepared for all 
éVentualities.”

Each of these services presently 
is profoundly involved in the mul- 
tiple problems of creating ferces 
for an as-yet unknown war—an 
atomic holocaust—while preparing 
for possible local wars in Asia. 


ALL U.S. FORCES in the Pacific 
can be assumed to be.prepared for 
swift. atomic action if the situation 
requires. Adm. Stump puts it this 
way: 

._ “You can be certain that we will 
net go back to bows and arrows” 
if a war is forced upon the. U. S. 

The vastly increased firepower. 
of the new atomic arsenals is part- 
ly behind the trend towards re- 
duced U.S. manpower in the Pa 
cific. There are Air. Force Mata- 


Regulus and Sidewinder missiles 
with the fleet and fleet air. 

The Pacific Command sees little 
hope of any early achievemeni of 
a NATO-like structure in the Pa- 
cific. Adm. Anderson points out 
that NATO grew from political - 
agreements, ard its birth, in a 
sense, was forced by the fears stem- 
'ming from the outbreak of war in 
Korea. 

AT PRESENT, the U.S. Pacifie 
Command can reasonably hope to 
count upon some 1,900,000 friend- 
ly forces—mostly ground armies 
—from South Korea to New Zea- 
land. In grave emergency, present 
alliances would boost the half mil- 
lion uniformed Americans in the 
Pacific to 2,400,000 soldiers, sail- 
ors and airmen—although many 
Allied forces are still in the train- 
ing stages. 

Arrayed against this free world 
strength are some 312 million Com- 
munist forces, chiefly in Communist 
China where 2% million men are 
under arms. The balance are in 
North Korea and Soviet Asia. 

In the air, Adm. Stump disposes 
some 3000 aircraft of all services 
and types, with perhaps another 
2000 planes in the allied air forces. 

THE COMMUNISTS can mount 
some 8000 aircraft, including med- 
ern jet fighters and bombers and 
transport fleets. More than 2000 
of them are in Communist China. 
Four thousand more are in the 
Soviet Far East and North Korea. 

100 Communist subma- 
rines, including long-range types, 
are believed to be in the Paeifie. 
About one-quarter of the Soviet 
naval strength of some 850,000 
men is assigned to the Russian 
Pacific fleet. Some cruisers and 
destroyers are known to be based 
on the Pacific sheres of the Com- 
munist heartland. Other surface 
forces move into the Pacific dur- 
ing summer months via the Arctie 
routes. Recently, twe Russian de- 
stroyers cruised through Seutheast 
Asia and the Western Pacific. 

Communist China is developing 
sybmarine and ‘surface forces and 
support facilities. Her -navy pres 
ently consists chiefly of motorized 
junks and light coastal craft,

IN COUNTERING the overaii 
Communist potential, it is appar- 
ent that the U.S. Pacifie command 
places great reliance on the for- 
ward air and naval bases offered 
by allies such as Japan and the 
Philippines. 

Ground forces, at the moment, 
are playing a lesser role on the 
assumption that, in an emergency, 
sea and air power wil] get them 
where they are needed in time.

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Corps Ready Both Ways

DARMSTADT, Germany—Artillery stands in the van- 
guard of the race for new weapons and new concepts to make 


today’s Army more effective 

The destructive capacity of a 
modern American artillery com- 
mand is so huge, even when com- 
pared to the mighty ‘barrages of 
War II and the Korean conflict, 
as to be inconceivable to one who 
has never seen an atomic explosion 
or witnessed the uncanny accuracy 
and speed of a guided missile. The 
shellfire which inflicted more 


battlefield casualties than any 
other weapon has increased a 
thousandfold. 

Brilliant testimony to the 


potential of today’s artillery is V 
Corps Artillery, under the com- 
mand of Brig. Gen. John C. Hayden. 
From his headquarters in Darm- 
stadt, Gen. Hayden commands units 
with weapons ranging from the 
155mm howitzer to the huge 280 
mm gun, the Honest John rocket, 
and the Corporal guided missile. 


THE FACT that the last three of 
these can carry either atomic or 
conventional warheads makes V 
Corps Artillery extremely versatile. 
The command has in the last few 
years increased the magnitude of 
its potential. firepower from the 
relatively familiar TNT explosion 
to the blast of an atomic warhead. 
This breath taking multiplication 
of firepower coupled with the 
greatly increased range and ac- 
curacy offered by new rockets and 
missiles enables V Corps Artillery 
to carry out missions varying from 
direct front-line tactical support 
to long, accurate, and devastating 
thrusts far into an enemy’s com- | 
munications zone. 

Corps Artillery is ex- 
traordinarily well prepared for 
a variety of missions, Gen. Hay- 
den points out that keeping ahead 
of the preparedness race in both 
atomic and conventional artillery 
is like playing a hand of hi-lew 
poker. As he puts it, “You’ve 
got to be able to win either way.” 

The present H & H Biry., V 
Corps Arty, was originally organ- 
ized in 1921 at Camp Bragg, N. C., 
as H & H Bitry. 13th FA Brigade, 
The 13th FA won battle honors 
during War II in the Tunisia, 
Sicily, Naples-Foggia, Rome-Arro, 
Southern France, Rhineland, and 
Central Europe campaigns. 

Inactivated in 1946, the Brigade 
was reorganized in 1950. In 1952 
it took its place in the ranks of the 
NATO forces guarding Europe. 


THE LINES of command from 
Hq. V Corps Arty in Darmstadt 
radiate like the spokes of a fan 
through the headquarters of the 
artillery groups to the battalions 
and firing batteries stationed near 
the East German border. The 
mighty pvuiich of V Corps Arty 
parallels the Iron Curtain in the 
German Laender of Bavaria and 
Hesse. 

The 30th FA Group, commanded 
by Col. Gregory L. Higgins, is 
stationed at Hanau; the 36th FA 
Group. under Col. George G. 
O’Connor, at Babenhausen; and 
the 72d FA Group, 
by Col. Thomas R. Bruce Jr., 
Wertheim. 


The groups are made up of 14 » 


FA battalions, including two Cor- 
poral guided missile units. In addi- 
tion, each group has an Honest 
John rocket battery. 

Finally, under the direct com- 
mand of-V Corps Arty, is the 532d 
Observation Bn.. at Karlsruhe. In 
addition, Gen, Hayden can count 
on the men and guns of the 2d 
Armd Div.

explosive round can deliver on a 
target the demolition effect of 
hundreds of artillery shells. 

A V Corps Arty unit, the 7th 
FA Btry :(Rkt), stationed in Darm- 
stadt, fired the first Army crew- 
served missile at Fort Sill, Okla., 
in 1954. 

The most recent addition to the 
Army’s artillery arsenal is the 
Corporal guided missile. The Cor- 
poral is a surface-to-surface mis- 
sile thrust through space at several 
times the speed of sound by a 
powerful rocket motor. Its effec- 
tive range is far beyond that either 
of conventional artillery or of the 
280mm cannon or the Honest John 
rocket. 


But although these newest weap- 
ons add mightily te the effective- 
»ness of V Corps Arty, they do not 
replace such older weapons as the 
155mm and 8inch howitzers and 
eannon. Each has different cap- 


abilities and different uses. Both 
types are needed. 

WHILE NOT a firing unit, the 
532d FA (Obsr) Bn nevertheless 
fulfills a crucial need. This .unit 
supplies the eyes and ears of V 
Corps Arty, gathering and passing 
on the information the artillerymen 
must have to zero their guns in on 
a target, 

Besides locating enemy artillery,

the technicians of the 532d provide 
survey control for Corps Arty., cali- 
brate friendly artillery, obtain and 
disseminate artillery meteorologi- 
cal data, and, if the need arises, 
fight as infantry. 

Training, training, and more 
training—the keynote is prepared- 
ness. V Corps Arty must be ready 
at all times to fight the type of 
war waged by an aggressor. Gen. 
Hayden’s responsibility as 
mander matches his varied exper- 
ience. Gen. Hayden saw action with 
the 76th FA Brigade in some of 
the bitterest campaigns in . the 
struggle for Western Europe. Dur- 
ing the war, however, the 76th be- 
came Headquarters, V Corps Artil- 
lery, and as S-3 and later execu- 
tive officer of Hq.

Pirate submarines are not un- 
known to history, and history may 
be about to repeat itself. 

I don’t mean the German U-boats 
of World Wars I and II. These 
were called pirates often enough, 
and with some reason: -but the 
world knew who they belonged to. 

“There was a time in the sum- 
mer of 1937, however, during the 
Spanish. Civil War, when merchant 
ships were being sunk right and 
left in the Mediterranean by “mys- 
submarines 
which .every governmént denied 
having anything to do with. These 
sinkings were not only ‘piracy, 
they were murder—mass murder. 
The crews went down with their 
ships, no pretense being made of 
any attempt at rescue. 

Since the ships that were at- 
tacked were those flying the Span- 
ish Republican flag, or bound to 
Republican ports, there was no 
doubt of the purpose of the sink- 
the Nationalist

either, that this 
dirty work of § 
murder and pi- 
racy was being 
done in his he- 
half by his pal 
Mussolini, who 
had submarines in plenty. But 
Mussolini, with a fine show of 
righteous indignation, denied 
knowing anything about it. And 
the sinkings went on. 

Most of us have forgotten all 
about this grim affair. But you 
can bet the Soviet bosses haven’t 
forgotten it. They were on the 
receiving end at that time; some 
of the ships sunk were Russian, 
bringing supplies from Soviet 
Black Sea ports to the Spanish 
Reds. 

Now we see the Soviet Navy 
building up its submarine strength

let’s remember that the Mediter- 
ranean Sea is an open waterway 
by which American and free-world 
commerce moves between the At- 
lantic and the Indian Oceans, and 
by which, in many ways, American 


/help and support reaches the free 


world nations around its shores. 
Soviet submarines in the Medi- 
terranean can have no purpose 
which is not, directly or indirectly, 
contrary to our’ interests and 
safety. 

But that, you may say, would be 
War III? Not necessarily. 
f a “mystery submarine”—a pi- 
rate submarine—attacked an Is- 
raeli ship, or a French ship, or a 
Turkish ship, would we drop ‘hy- 
drogen bombs on Moscow? Al- 
most certainly not, as the gentle- 
men in Moscew well know. It 
might be very hard to bring home 
the crime to the criminal. Any- 
way, what would be the purpose 
of such piracy, other than making 
general trouble? Let’s think again, 
looking at the map. There’s a 
rumor going around that Egypt 
and Syria are about to join hands 
ina “federal union.” Egypt and 
Syria have no common land fron- 
tiers. Communication between 
them is by air and sea only. The 
direct sea-voyage ‘from Alexan- 
dria to the Syrian port of Latakia 
passes. along the sea-coast of Is- 
rael, or near it, and crosses the 


‘| shipping routes which serve all the 


Israeli ports. It might be discov- 
ered that Israel was a “menace” 
to what would be called the ‘“do- 
mestic shipping and free commu- 
nications” of the new union, And 
then the “union” might take meas- 
ures to “protect”. itself. Nobody 
could be sure just who owned any 
submarines that were used in this 
way. 
* 

SO COULD nothing be done 
about it? Oh, yes. Much the same 
thing that the British-and French 
found the courage to do in 1937. 
They simply declared that they 
were withdrawing all their sub- 
marines in the Mediterranean to 
harbor, they were putting 80 de- 
stroyers on patrol, and they’ would 
sink without warning any subma- 


rine that’ was detected submerged 
anywhere: within certain well-de- 
fined waters, after a given date. 
The sinkings-by the “mystery sub- 
marines” stopped abruptly. 

The same could be done by the 
United States Navy today—done 
rather better, since we know much 
more about anti-submarine tactics 
than any one did in 1937. Of 
course, there is a fly in that oint- 
ment too. The Soviets might be 
cold-bloodedly trying to get a line 
on our anti-submarine technique, 
for which they would sacrifice a 
few submarines” and their crews 
without a second thought—just as 
they sacrificed MIG aircraft and 
pilots in Korea to test the effec- 
tiveness of that plane as an air- 
defense interceptor. But just the 
same, if it comes to submarine 
piracy again, there’s only one way 
to deal with pirates—as the late 
Captains Kidd and Bluebeard dis- 
covered to their cost.

Would Keep 17-Year 
Men at Home in U. S. 


DUGWAY. PVG. Utah: 
After reading a new Army Regu- 
lation, which is cited below, 1 am 
— to invoke your assistance 
policy of which this letter is the 
subject. 

AR 612-35, dated 1 July 1957, 
which governs the policies for the 
preparation of individuals for over- 
sea movement has rescinded the 
policy of exempting individuals in 
grades E-5, E6 or E-7, with 20 
years’ service, who have completed 
one foreign service tour since 1950, 
from oversea duty. 

Iam a long way from completing 
my 20 years but I. cannot refrain 
from expressing my feelings about 
this new policy. 

During my four years’ service I 
have come in contact with quite 
a number of Master-Sergeants and 
SFC’s who had, or were about to 
complete their 21 -years’ service. 
A few of these men were planning, 
and in one case had already com- 
menced, to build their homes near 
eg station where currently assign- 


They were doing this, of course, 
because they felt -rather certain 
that the remainder of the military 
career would be spent: at this in- 
stalation. 

Under the present policy, how- 
ever, their fate is unpredictable. 
Now they may be “whisked” away 

- to some foreign land only to let 
some stranger enjoy the comforts 
of their home. 

This could be remedied by 
changing the regulations to read 
“Enlisted personnel in grades E-5, 
E46 and E-7 who have completed 
20 years’ service, and whose last 
tour overseas was completed on or 
after the date he completed 17 
years’ service, and further, whose 
total oversea duty is not less than 
eight years, will be exempt from 
further foreign service, unless such 
individual waivers this right.” 

Working on a 17-year policy will 
allow an individual to complete 
two 36-month and one 24-month 
Oversea tours and serve 18 months 
Stateside between each oversea 
tour. 

Further, it allows eight months 


for him to complete basic and ad-

vanced training and a three year 
and 10-month “buffer” for those 
holding MOS’s which are not read- 
ily levied, 

The idea of having to complete 
‘not less than eight years’ oversea 
duty” is that this is 40 percent of 
20 which would be the proper por- 
tion of oversea duty, (Based on 
the fact that approximately 40 per- 
cent of our troops are overseas,). 

Any further action which may 
be accomplished on this policy will 
be appreciated by everyone in the 
service, I am sure,

Why Not Reduce 
Civilian Force? 


SAIGON, Vietnam: From time 
to time, it is interesting to note 
the trend on the Hill toward ap- 
propriations to the various serv- 
ices. It appears to be a bouncing 
rubber ball; this year one of the 
services gets worked over, then 
one of the others the following 
year. 

Now the trend has continuously 
been to cut back the manpower 
strength of the Army. In Korea 
our troop units are undermanned, 
Other areas where we should be 
strongly manned we are possibly 
in the same predicament. Ag the 
trend moves, this condition will 
become more acute. 

I have contended for some time 
that the cut-back should not be 
only in the manpower strength, 
but in the American civilians em- 
ployed by the Army. They are 
everywhere in CONUS and in all 
the commands overseas. 

Instead of cutting back this 
type of worker, jobs for them are 
continually developed, until pres- 
ently they control most key posi- 
tions in the D/A. They develop 
policy to their advantage and dic- 
tate to the servicemen instead of 
serving in an assistance capacity 
as the program was originally in- 
itiated. 


FORT RILEY, Kan.: I see by 
your July 20 issue that 50,000 
must be cut from the Army in 
order to keep defense spending 
down. In the same issue there is 
agitation for a civilian pay raise, 
I suppose the money saved in the 
50,000 cut will be used to pay the 
raise, 

Throughout the Army there are 
many. thousands of top graders 
that do not have sufficient time 
to retire. Some lack one, two or 
even three years for 20. In many 
eases these men have lost all 
hope of ever making a promotion, 
I believe it would be money saved 
to the Army to let these men re- 
tire short of 20. I personally 
know of many that would jump at 
the chance to retire now. 

Second suggestion: 
just lay off 50,000 civilian em- 
ployees, or, for every soldier cut 
off there is justification for twe 
support men to he cut off. . So why 
not make the 50,000 soldier » cut 
and at the same time cut off 100,000 
civilians that will no longer be 
necessary to support the 50,000 that 
were cut off. If this is done there 
might be a saving in the Defense 
Department. 

I have only one other sugges- 
tion: sharpen your pencils for 
1958 so there will be no trouble 
scratching names off the ballot 
and inserting néw ones. When 
things get so fouled up there is‘ 
no hope of improvement }t is time 
to start over.

the OEI (overall efficiency index). 
For every grade and in every 
branch, the average OE! is figured 
for all officers, for Regular officers, 
and for other than Regular of- 
ficers. In every case, the overall 
average OEI falls between the RA 
and the non-Regular. 

In the release program, officers 
whose performance is better than 
the average, or median, for all of- 
ficers of their grade and branch 
will be kept off the list of those 
to be considered for early-out. 

(This does not mean, officials 
said, that some officers with aver- 
age or better than average per- 
formance may not be released. But 
such releases will be as the result 
of court martial, of qualifying for 
retirement, for compassionate — 
or voluntary — reasons. Reason 
for qualifying this guarantee is 
apparently the Army staff officer’s 
normal] caution. Fact is that bet- 
ter than average officers will not 
be involuntarily released in the 
1550-man early release program.) 

Gen. Booth refused to release 
branch quotas or average OE! 
by branch and grade. It was 
against policy, he said. 

Only area in which Gen. 
Booth saw the possibility of a 
real problem was in the release of 
the scheduled 100 colonels. 

Army figures show that of the 
550 non-Regular colonels on active 
duty, about 450 have léss than 
18 years’ service. Under present 
law and regulation, an officer who 
has completed 18 years’ active 
service wiii be retained until he 
completes 20 and qualifies for re- 
tirement. This is not being 
changed for the early release pro- 
gram. 

As of Jan. 31, 1957, a five per- 
cent survey, which is only roughly 
accurate, showed that there were 
non-Regular colonels on active 
duty with service as follows: 

Nine years — 25; 10 years — 50; 
11 years — 25; 12 year — 25; 13 
years — 25; 14 years — 25; 15 
years — 25; 16 years — 250; 17 
years — 75; 18 years — 50; 19 
years — 25. 

THIS TOTALS 600, with a five 
percent error possible, the Army 
Says. Fact is that on May 31, 
there were 569 non-Regular colo- 
nels on active duty, This included 
a handful with 20 or more years’ 
service. In addition, many of the 
25 with 19 years’ service had 
qualified for and had retired. 

By the time that the release pro- 
gram gets under way, therefore, 
the number of other than Regular 
colonels to be considered will be 
about 450. 

This is further reduced by the 
fact that the 150 officers (accord- 
ing to the survey) with less than 
14 years’ service are mostly medi- 
cal officers — physicians and den- 


tists — few of whom will be in- 
voluntarily released because of 
the Army’s needs. 


Thus it seems pretty safe to con- 


elude that about 300 non-Regular 
colonels on active duty make up 
the group from whom 100 will be 
picked for early release. 

WITH SUCH a small number to 
work with, quotas to each branch 
are even smaller. In some branches 
the quotas as now set up may 
require that officers with better 
than average performance be re- 
leased if the quota is to be met. 
Gen. Booth said that in any such 
case, the quota will be changed 
to prevent this from happening. 

Oné logical criticism of the re- 
lease program is that in releasing 
average officers (average for the 
entire grade and branch, not mere- 
ly for non-Regulars of the grade 
and branch), some Regulars will 
be retained whose performance 
ratings are not as good as those 
of non-Regulars released. 

This is true. It is also answer- 
able, officials say, in this way: 

The only thing a Regular has 
going for him today that differen- 
tiates his status from the Reserv- 
ist’s is job tenure. This must be 
protected, 

This means solely that it is 
more difficult to fire a Regular 
than a non-Regular. The latter 
should know when he comes on 
active duty that his job security 
depends on how well he performs. 
To be retained he must do a bet- 
ter than average job. | 

> 


REGULARS, statistics show, 
consistently rate higher in job 
performance than non-Regulars, on 
the average. Again, officials say, 
this is as it should be. 

Because of job tenure, it takes 
time to “fire” a Regular. He has 
available to him a board .proce- 
dure, with appeal rights, so that he 
can fight being fired.’ It takes 
more than four or five months to 
release a Regular involuntarily. 

Thus, in this first 1550-officer 
release program, almost all those 
to be released will be non-Regu- 
lars. It is possible that quotas 
may be reduced where Regulars 
voluntarily leave service by retir- 
ing or resigning, if the loss can 
be credited before Dec. 31. But 
not many such losses are expected. 

Individual officer assignment 
branches are being asked to nomi- 
nate Reserve officers for release. 
The standards they apply will also 
be applied to their Regular officers. 

The names of Regulars who fail 
to meet the standards for reten- 
tion set up for. Reserve officers will 
be forwarded to a board for prob- 
ably show-cause proceedings. Thus, 
many Regulars in the “substand- 
ard” area will, be faced with in- 
voluntary release — but not until 
some time in 1958,

One of the three versions being 
built as a “flying research vehicle” 
appears in the picture accompany- 
ing this story. This is to be built 
by Chrysler Corp., which has re- 
ceived a $661,000 contract for 
development. 

ANOTHER two propeller jeep is 
being built by Piasecki Aircraft 
Corp. It differs from the Chrysler 
version in having a single driver’s 
seat in the left forward position 
and two stabilizers on each side of 
the rear propeller. The Piasecki 
contract is for $653,000. 

Third contract for $388,000 was 
awarded the Aerophysics Develop-. 
ment Corp. They will produce a 
‘our-propeller version with a small 
jet for forward propulsion. The 
irtist’s concept of this vehicle 
shows it as a two-seater with the 
Iriver at the front. Body of the 
ieep is a small platform suspended- 
\bove and between the four propel- 
ers. These seem to be driven b 
one or two engines located beneat 
the vehicle’s platform body. 

All three aerojeeps use the 
“ducted fan” for vertical lift. This 
fan is an enclosed propeller. lt is 
more efficient than an open propel- 
ler, the Army cays, and is far safer. 


DEVELOPMENT of the aerojeep 
to replace the reconnaissance heli- 
copter is the next necessary step in 
developing aero-cavalry, Army 
aviation experts have said. The 
copter is not a satisfactory gun plat- 
form. It is too difficult to maintain 
and too dangerous for men to be 
around in the combat area. 

Goal: in the program, the Army 
said, is a “general utility vehicle 
which can travel at speeds up to 50 
miles per hour, stay in the air for 
several hours, and carry up to 1000 
pounds of weapons or equipment. 
If successful the concept could lead 
eventually to the development of 
an ‘aerial truck’.” 

The flying research vehicles will 
be developed “.o explore the be- 
havior of ducted propeller vehicles 
in forward flight and to determine 
the most promising control 
system.” 

The ducted fan has already been 
proven in principle in the Pawnee, 
the Army-Navy developed Hiller 
flying platform.

Copter Rescues Woman in Arctic 


 NARSARSSUAK, Greenland.—An Army Aviation Support Det. stationed at Narsars- 


suak, Greenland, participated in a dramatic life and death rescue mission recently. 


The unit, led by Capt, Malcom 
Bamford, is working this summer 
in support of an Army Engineer 
Arctic Task Force which is doing a 
route survey in the area. 

On the morning of June 13, a 
twix arrived from Copenhagen for 
Maj. K. K. Kirkegaard, the local 
Danish liaison officer, requesting 
helicopter evacuation~of a Ccrit- 
ically sick native woman stranded 
at Prince Christian, an isolated 
island having a lone radio station 
on the southern tip of Greenland 
140 miles from Narsarssuak. 

The nearest Danish doctor, 30 
miles away, had been dispatchced 
by ship to come to her aid, but he 
was caught in an ice floe and 
could not.penetrate it. 

In a final attempt to reach the 
woman, the radio station con- 
tacted Denmark and requested 
that a helicopter be dispatched 
if one could be found in south- 
ern Greenland, 

The nearly evacuated U.S. Air 
Base at Narsarssuak had two H-34 
helicopters.

“Damn the torpedoes! Go ahead!” — Adm. David 
G. Farragut. 

The battle of Mobile Bay, Ala., occurred on 
Aug. 5, 1864. Farragut took his 18 ships into the 
harbor with the tide. There was a Narrow pas- 
sage of about 100 yards’ width between the strong 
land battery and a nest of 180 torpedoes strung 
in several lines. Four monitors led. One of 
them, the Tecumseh, struck a torpedo and was 
blown up. The old wooden ships followed, lash- 
ed together in pairs so that if one were disabled 
the other could tow it.in. They got bunched to- 
gether and the Brooklyn turned dround, blocking 
the passage. 

As the smoke was thick from the heavy fir- 
ing, Farragut climbed into the rigging to see what 
was the matter. He had only a moment to choose 
between going on the side toward the big guns 
or running thrdugh the torpedoes. And in that 
moment he showed his greatness. In spite of all 
warnings he gave the command quoted above. 
Torpedoes biimped the bottoms of the boats but 
did not explode. The Confederate ships sur- 
rendered and the harbor was won. — M. S. W.

“Money of Their Own,” a study of the world’s most notorious counter- 
feiters. Among them is Arthur Alves Reis, a man who counterfeited so 
re many Bank of Portugal notes that he almost bought the whole darn 

k. 

Most counterfeiters waste their time and talents. Such a one was 
Emmanuel Ninger of New Jersey, a sign painter who painted one bill 
at a time with lead pencil, pen, ink and cheap water colors. His work 
is now worth much more than the face value, because the bills are con- 
sidered works of art. 

_ Another character in this déftly handled book is Jose Beraha 
Zdravko. He was a Yugoslav whose life’s work consisted of counterfeit- 
ing British gold sovereigns. He even put more gold in them than the 
British government did. 
sovereigns no longer are legal tender. He now lives in prosperous and 
happy retirement. 

Some counterfeiters have gotten away with some amazingly crude 
work. One Russian gang in 1912 made half-ruble notes on which were 
written “Our money is better than yours.” And as‘recently as 1951, a 
_ bunch of Milanese crooks made American currency on which the first 
letter of the third word was left out of “Redeemable in lawful money.” 

And in 1935, prisoners in San Quentin made $12,000 worth of 
$10 bills, and most of them to the outside, 

Counterfeiters, such as Mr. 880 of New Yorker and recent movie 
fame, seem to find sympathy with most people. Although they are 
sneaky criminals who can't use passion or accident as an excuse, many 
people seem to be willing to tolerate them. Not so, however, with out- 
and-out thieves. 

‘ A gang of cunning thieves is the subject of “Drama in Diamonds,” 
a carefully written account of the Oppenheimer robbery, the greatest 
diamond theft in history. 

The jewels, insured for $700,000, were ‘stolen from the Johnannes- 
burg home of Mrs. Bridget Denison Oppenheimer, in December of 1955. 
A short time later, an Australian promised to return the diamonds—for 
a reward. He was given $56,000, less about $20,000 in taxes, and the 
two men who actually delivered the merchandise were arrested, The

Another square peg was Anne Royall, who sat on the clothes of 
President John Quincy Adams while the Chief Executive swam in the 
Potomac in his birthday suit.

Irving Wallace also tells us about Joshua Norton, who went to 
California to mine gold and later proclaimed himself Emperor of the 
United States.

SUMMER DRIVING HINTS 


Mechanical Check. at Trip's Start 
May Save Hours of Repairs Later 


DETROIT, Mich.—Aware of the 
expected record-breaking motoring 
months ahead Philip B. Hopkins, 
of Chrysler Corp., has outlined va- 
cation tips for summer travelers. 
Heeding them should help make 
your trip safer, more enjoyable 
and carefree. 

“Whether your trip is to be a 
3000-mile cross-country tour or just 
a one-day jaunt to the beach, have 
your automobile checked for me- 
ch: nical shortcomings which might 
lead te an accident or breakdown,” 
Hopkins suggests. 

Driving. during the past winter 
placed a strain on all operating 
perts of your car; pay. particular 
attention to steering, electrical sys- 
tem, brakes and suspension, Make 
sure these are all in top working 
order, he says. 

“In many instances the driver 
himself can detect coming trouble. 
Thumping tires, hard steering, 
front-end vibration, excessive brake 
pedal travel, low oil pressure, high 
engine temperature, irregular 


while they are hot. As the air cools 
in the tires, pressure will go down 
te the original level. If they are 
‘Bled’ while hot, they will be un- 
der-inflated when they cool down. 

“It’s also a good idea to rotate 
your tires at ular intervals of 
3000 to 5000 This will in- 
crease tire life end assure even 
wear on all tires, he reports. 

“And don’t forget your spare,” 
Hopkins warns, “Many motorists 
have tire trouble miles from any 
service station and are surprised 
te discover that their spare tire has 
lost pressure and is practically 
useless, Check your spare tire at 
least once a nag It takes only @ 
minute and may save you an un- 
scheduled stop of several hours. 

Proper wheel alignment pre- 
wents excessive tire wear and adds 
greatly to steering ease, Long trips 
with sluggish steering contribute 
to driver fatigue.

® Maintain a safe and steady 
speed, watching “timing” when ap- 
proaching stop lights. 

® Drive so that brakes are used

Or perhaps he had just 
been reading about how the Stude- 
baker-Packard’s “Scotsman,” a car 
introduced to meet the demand 
for vehicles with a lower-price tab 
and for which it is claimed that it 
increases fuel economy to “as much 
as 29 miles per gallon.” 

All the Scotsmans to’ be built 
in the 1957 run, which is expected 
to end in August, are said to have 
been ordered by dealers, The car 
delivers for $1869 in Detroit. It’s 
an answer to Ford, Plymouth, Chev- 
rolet competition. 

AS ONE DEALER is quoted as 
saying: 

“A year ago people were asking 
how much horsepower a car had; 
today they ask how many ‘miles to 
the gallon its gets.” 

We have already commented at 
length on the rising demand for 
the small foreign cars. A survey 
by one of the largest auto financ- 
ing corporations shows the growth 
in demand for all smaller makes: 

73.2% of all installment con- 
tracts were in the low-price cate- 
gory so far this year as compared 
to 64.8% in the “big year,” 1955. 

Cars cost an average of $100 
more. Money is tight. This un- 
doubtedly accounts in part at least 
for the up-trend in down-priced 
car sales, 

ANOTHER EFFECT of the Scot- 
tish trend in buying has been the 
retura of what was thought to be 
the vanishing “6.” A year ago the 
V-8 had some 70% of the market, 
Its little brother was expected to 
disappear. It is being predicted 
that six-cylinder cars will hold to 
the present figure of a million a 
year. 


Ford has upped manufacture of

BOSTON.—A slight improvement 
in business is in prospect for the 


. second half of 1957, according to 


the mid-year Economic Business 
and Financial Outlook just pub- 
lished by Keystone Custodian 
Funds, Ine, 

Economists for the $340 million 
mutual fund orgahization expect 
gross national product to average 
$438 billion in the last half of the 
year and to exceed $440 billion by 
year’s end, up approximately 6% 
from 1956.

Behind the big headlines about 
pay raises a battle has been raging 
steadily that could affect the jobs 
of thousands of civilian -workers 
at Defense activities, 

This is a rider on the military 
construction bill that prevents the 
closing of any commercial or in- 
dustrial-type activity without giv- 
ing Congress 60 days in which to 
disapprove the action. This 
motes to activities that employ 

or more people and have been 
conducted for five or more years. 
The rider -has been in effect sev- 
eral years. ° 

The. Administration wants to 
be able to close many activities 
and have the work done by pri- 
vate firms under contract. This 

contracting out is, of course, in 
line with Republican philosophy. 

But many Congressmen like to 
keep a say ih such things—and 
when an activities are to be closed 
in their districts, with the possible 
loss of jobs to some constituents, 
they can fight very hard against 
the shutdowns. Supporters of the 
rider—section 411 of the bill— 
also argues that, frequently, con- 
tracting out to private industry 
costs a good deal more than when 
the government did the work. 


Rep. L. Mendel Rivers (D., S.C.) 


gave this example on the floor of 


the House: There was an ice cream 
pla..t at Parris Island, S.C. The 
Administration closed it over a 
year ago. Mr. Rivers went to Par- 
rig Island and checked with Gen. 
Homer Litzenberg on the compara- 
tive cost of ice cream. 

The cost when the govern- 
ment was making it, over 2 six- 
month period, averaged 62 cents 
a gallen—including overhead. 

Parris Island is now buying the 
ice cream from a private firm 
at a contract price of $1.35 a 
gallea. 

This, said Mr. Rivers, is how 
“they got the government out of 
business and the ice cream out of 
the stomaches of the Marines.” - 

Rep. Les Arends (R,, Ill.), Re 
publican whip in the House, spon- 
sored an amendment to strike out 
section 411. On a vote it was de 
feated 230-183. So the House 
thinks Congress should keep a say 
in the matter. 

But the battle is not over. 

The U.S, Chamber of Commerce 
is launching a campaign to have 
the rider stricken from the bill 
in the Senate. The senators very 


often seem more sensitive to busi- 
“ nessnien’s demands than is the 


House. 

The military construction bill 
has passed a Senate Armed Serv- 
ices subcommittee but the full com- 
mittee apparently won’t gét around 
to it until after the civil rights 
debate is over. 

GENERALLY FAVORABLE re- 
action, particularly in the employee 
union press, is being ‘shown to- 
ward the Army’s new regulation 
on Civilian Career Planning. 

A series of planned programs 
to develop and retain—as well as 
attract—qualified personnel is the 
crux of the plan. Considerations 
for promotion are to be more on a 
competitive basis.

quietly leave when you realize 
trouble is brewing in a group of 
wives, especially. if you are the 
hot-tempered, quick-spoken type. 

Always return to the group as 
soon as the storm blows over. This 
is much more important than the 
first maneuver. 

There is no need to upset your 
husband by pouring your difficul- 
ties out on his shoulder. You are 
an adult and can solve your own 
problems.

Learn to ignore sad tales of oth- 
er people’s experiences.

If the 
legislative proposal became law, 
these would be “deferred.” 

If it does not become law, then 
the Army might make permanent 
its program, announced last week, 
of discharging while still in basic 
training, men whom its tests show- 
ed to be untrainable and who, un- 
der observation, showed .by their 
performance — or lack of it — 
that the tests were correct. 

Such a program would still leave 
the Army with 125,000 men (or 
about 14 percent) who did not 
measure up to reenlistment (and 
eveh enlistment) standards. Over

National Postage 
Stamp Collection is con- 
tinuing to grow at a healthy 
rate. The collection now con- 
sists cf some seven million speci- 
mens, and the year which began 
July 1 may set new growth records. 

A summary of the increase in 
the collection during the past fiscal 

ar is contained in a report by 

. Remington Kellogg, director 
of the United States National Mu- 
seum at the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in Washington. 

There were 150 individual ac- 
cessions during the year, includ- 
ing gifts, loans and transfers. Ma- 
jor contribution was in the form 
of a transfer of some five and one- 
half million specimens from the 
Internal Revenue Service. These 
were mainly obsolete revenues in- 
cluding wine, tobacco and alcohol 
tax stamps. 

New York continues to lead the 
list of states providing the most 
donors. The District of Columbia 
was second, followed by Maryland, 
Pennsyivania, Michigan, Texas, 
Florida, and Illinois. 

Ernst Lowenstein of New 

York. remains the outstanding 

continuing contributor. This 
year he presented an exception- 

al collection of Mauritius early 
issues to the museum. These 
included the rare “Penoe” error. 

Included among unusual gifts 
reported were two from the Post 


. Office Department — an original 


mail container from Tin Can 
— and a buffalo hide mail 
sack.

ohn L. Sullivan..He looks awk- 
ward but he’s not really. 

P:* That's right. With u.3 hands 
way out it looks like you can hit 
him real easy. You can’t, though. 
I guess you'd call him a counter- 
puncher. 

Question: Do you think he'll 
fight that way against Patterson? 

P: I don’t know if he’d want 
to leave himself that open against 
Patterson’s speed. Rademacher’s a 
good offensive fighter, too. He’ll 
probably try to force the fight.
